Cyy 1. YUse of a^sulfated polysaccharide selected from the group consisting of sulfated 

cellulose\derivatives and sulfated polyanionic polysaccharides for the preparation of a 
5 composition for the treatment of a chronic wound. 

2. Use acceding to claim 1, wherein the sulfated polysaccharide is selected from 
the group consisting of sulfated hydroxyethyl cellulose, sulfated carboxymethyl 
cellulose and sulfatecroxidized regenerated cellulose.
